Orrawa, May 8. 


Judge Henry, of the supreme court, died 
last night of exhaustion caused by brain 
pre ssiure. 

The minister of justice yives notice to- 
night of a bill to amend the Territorial rep- 
resentation act.

By it every newspaper 
proprietor, publisher, editor or other person 
charged with the publication in a newspaper 
ot any defamatory libel must be dealt with, 
indicted, tried and punished in the province 
in which such person resides or im which 
such paper is printed. 

Ottawa, May 4.

BaTTLEFoRD, May 9. 


Probably the largest funeral ever known 
in Battleford took place this afternoon whea 
the remains of the late Mr. Fred. Marigold 
were interred. Deceased has been in Bat- 
tleford since 1880 and filled many important 
positions. During the late rebellion he was 
a lieutenant in the Battleford nmfles and took 
an active part in the fight at Cut Knife 
for which he received a medal and clasp. In 
ln 1866 he was made an ensign in the 22nd 
battalion and marched to Sandwich,and ever 
since has been more of less connected with 
the military forces of Canada. He had been 
ailing for some time with rheumatism, but 
was able to uttend to his office duties up to 
Saturday evening last. On Sunday he went 
to his meals as usval and in the afternoon 
took some new medicine, Shortly after 
taking it i, was noticed that he showed 
signs of drowsiness with a nervous twitch- 
ing of the hands which gradually grew worse 
until his death at 7:55 p. m. on Monday. An 
inquest was held yesterday and the jury de 
manded a postmortem which was granted 
and the stomach sent to MeGill university 
Montreal, to be analyzed. Dr. Aylen says 
that the symptonia were such as would be 
caused by arsenical poison. He was buried 
with military honors ; a company of the Bat- 
tleford rifles forined @ firing party.

The MacLeod Gazette and Lethbridge 
News have been at daggers drawn for some 
time past over the rotte of the proposed 
railway of the Aiberta Railway and (oal 
company. The vill having been thrown out 
by the railway committee of parliament 
they may rest in peace once more. 

The Pope has issued a decree condemning 
boycotting and the plan of caropaign pur- 
sued in Ireland. Lane, M. P., declares the 
reasons adduced by tne Vope for the decree 
are untenable. Messrs. Lexton and Dillon 
declined to give an opinion. The decree is 
"declared to be the result of on intrigue be- 
tween the British governmeut and the 
Vatican. 

According toa return laid on the table 
of the house, the actuni cost of the North- 
West rebellion to the country was $5,897,- 
256.66. Of this sum $4,671,324 was spent by 
the wilitia department, $664,957 by the in- 
terior department, $516,000 by the mounted 
police commissioners, and ¥34,975 by the de- 
partment of Indian affairs. The expendi- 
tures by the interor department were in con- 
nection with clains for losses: <A commis- 
sion enquired into these claims at an expense 
of $49,475 and awarded the claimants $615,- 
461. The amount spent by the Indian de- 
Eevement was to replace articles destroyed 

y the Indians during the troubles. 


Ottawa Journal: ‘‘ The budget is none 
too rosy. The salient facteare: That last 
epee surplus of $100,000 was only obtained 

y about ,000 worth of fore-stalments of 
customs duties caused by approaching 
changes in the tariff That the present 
year's revenue is liable to be a million less 
than the expenditure. That next year we 
shall do wellif revenuc and expenditure bal- 
ance. To offset this rather dull picture of 
the finances of a young and naturally rich 
country, Sir Charles Tupper was only able to 
reherse the old story of expenditures for 
national development. He also quoted a 
number of figures showing substantial 
national progress during the last ten years, 
but we have heard these before. There was 
very little to indicate notable progress in the 
last ten years.” 

The Calgary Tribune regrets that the char- 
ter asked by the Alberta railway and coal 
company has not been allowed to pass at 
Ottaws. This charter was asked for by re- 
sponsible men of whose will and ability to 
construct the proposed line there was no 
doubt.

STARVED. 

wo trappers named respectively Jack or 
“ Buok " hatman and George McMillan 
assed through Edmonton on the 22nd of 
September last to the Pembina to winter. 
This spring on May 6th McMillan arrived at 
the Athabasca Landing in a canoe, alone, 
almost starving. He said that on reaching 
the Pembina river by the old Ft. Assiniboine 
trail they turned down stream) some distance 
and cached half their provisions at Edmon- 
tun & Mitchell's last winter's ae. They 
then went on a day’s travel further and 
established another camp, intending that 
they should winter at the separate camps. 
They would set out a line of traps around 
each camp So as to meet half way and keep 
up communication with each other while 
making their rounds. They would thus 
cover much more ground than would be pos- 
sible if both camped together. After com- 
pleting their second camp, on returning to 
their first cache they found that it had becn 
destroyed by fire. They blamed Indians for 
stealing the provisions and then starting the 
fire to conceal the theft. Having heard that 
the Pembina broke up early in the season 
they thought they might venture to’attempt 
passing the winter on the remaining half of 
their provisions. They had fair success in 
hunting and killed- 30 fishers besides other 
fur. About the 25th of February their pro- 
visions ran out and they were compelled to 
cat the flesh and even the bones and at last 
the skins of the animals they had trapped. 
When their provisions ran out McMillan fell 
sick and when he recovered Chatman fell 
sick. He got rapidly worse and at last be- 
came paralyzed from the middle down, so 
that he was perfectly helpless. On the 26th 
of April the ice broke in the Pembina and 
McMillan shot a partridge, and made soup 
which Chatman ate with relish. The pros- 
pect of getting away in their canoe seemed 
to enliven the sick man and he laughed at 
the idea that he was likely to die; but an 
hour or two after eating he dozed off into 
sleep rund froursieep into death. McMillan 
chopped a shallow grave in the still frozen 
ground with his axe and dragging the body 
to it he covered it as well as possible with 
brush and poles. The nextday he started 
down the Pembina in his canoe with the ice 
and reached the Landing on the 5th of May. 
He was able to support himself on the way 
down the river by shooting ducks, which had 
now arrived. At the Landing he made a 
declaration of the circumstances before W. 
L Wood of the H. B. Co ,which was forward- 
ed to Edmonton and placed in the hands of 
the police. lu the declaration he says he 
Duried Chatman where the 65th principal 
meridian crosses the Pembina the second 
time. Starvation and want of medicine he 
gives asthe cause of his partner's death. 
Chatinan wasan American and had a wife from 
whom he was separated and who lives with 
her brothers in Oregon. McMillan intends 
yoing down to Great Slave lake to hunt as 
soon as his strength will admit. He brought 
scarcely any fur to the Landing with him, 

having eaten nearly all they had caught.

The following letter from W. R. Lioyd, 
dated Juneau, Alaska, April 18th, '88, was 
received last mail: ‘We Icft Victoria on 
April 11th, after a fine trip. The weather 
was good, and the sea calm. The scenery 
issplendid. We called at three or four 
salinon canneries. We nad about 150 pas- 
sengers on board ; some going to the Yukon, 
and soine to the Yakatat, where the black 
sand exciteinent is. Some think it the best 
place but others don’t. The miners here ex- 
pect good news froin the Yukon this season 
as 150 men stayed in there last fall to ex- 

lore the Tananah, and some went from 

uneau to the head of Copper river, which 
heads close to the Tananah in the Alaska 
mountains. It is not far from the head of 40 
mile creek to the head of the Tannanah 
river. I saw some fine nuggets from 40 mile 
creek. I meta man who was in that conn- 
try eight vearsago, and he tells me there 
is lots of wold on 40 mile creek, but the 
trouble is that it is frozen ground. He said 
that the men who aay there is no gold in 
there are men who won't work. They will 
make a hundred dollars or eo and then go 
genes and lose it. When fall comes they 

ave to go out broke, and so they give the 
country abad name. Over 150 men have 
gone inthis spring from here. They went 
early and drew their provisions over the 
lakes and rivers as far as possible in eleighs. 
Quite a number are going in with us and a 
larger number next month. I have a fine 
7 of the Yukon country (a sketch of 
which accompanies the letter). The men 
who have been in say it is a lovely trip going 
in, but a tough one coming out, We have 
met several old acquaintances here. We pnil 
out for Chilkat where our work commences 
to-morrow morning at 7.” 


alhon Clutt of Mackenzie river recently 
gave evidence before the senate committce 
on the resources of that country. Gold was 
found in the Peace and Liard rivers, and he 
believed that rich mines existed in the 
northern spurs of the Rocky mountains. A 
railway to the confluence of the Sinoky and 
Peace rivers or to that of the Clearwater and 
Athabasca would give steamboat navigation 
throughout the whole region, with only one 
break of 20 miles to the Arctic ocean, The 
country around Lac la Biche and Lesser 
Slave lake and on the Peace and Liard rivers 
is suitable for settlement. ‘he large 
lakes are well stocked with the finest of fish. 
On the Peace, Liard and Athabasca there is 
fine spruce 80 to 100 feet high and two to 
three anda half feet in diameter, Spruce 
is also abundant on the Mackenzie. On Salt 
river, a tributary of the Mackenzie, is a 
mountain of pure salt. The springs deposit 
large quantities of crystalized salt, and on 
removing the surface soil near the springs 
rock salt is found, Sulphur springs are 
numerous on the Clearwater river, but this 
mineral is most abundant at the Sulphur 
int on the south-westcorner of Great Slave 
ake, where the fuies are so strong that 
people passing have to keep their mouths 
closed so as not to inhale them... Pitch 
je found in many places on the Mackenzie, 
at Slave point on Great Slave lake and near 
Ft. Good Hope ‘

The soil is said to 
be the richest in Canada, and it has the ad- 
vantage over Manitoba in respect of being 
well supplied with wood, water and coal.”
